Resolution  urging  the  Federal,  State,  and  local  judiciary,  when  issuing  search  warrants, 
to  consider  and  respect  the  rights  of  medical  cannabis  patients,  caregivers, 
dispensaries  and  physicians  attempting  to  comply  with  California  Heath  and  Safety 
Code  Section  11362.5. 

WHEREAS,  In  1996,  the  voters  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  supported  with 
78  percent  of  the  vote  Proposition  215,  the  Compassionate  Use  Act  of  1996,  which  exempted 
patients  and  caregivers  who  possess  or  cultivate  cannabis  for  medical  treatment 
recommended  by  a  physician  from  criminal  laws  which  otherwise  prohibit  possession  or 
cultivation  of  cannabis;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Proposition  215  also  provided  that  physicians  who  recommend  use  of 
cannabis  for  medical  treatment  shall  not  be  punished  or  denied  any  right  or  privilege  and 
declared  that  the  measure  not  be  construed  to  supercede  prohibitions  on  conduct 
endangering  others  or  to  condone  diversion  of  cannabis  for  non-medical  purposes;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1998,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  requested  all  pertinent 
City  agencies  to  coordinate  an  emergency  distribution  program  of  medical  cannabis  to  ensure 
a  continuum  of  access  to  medical  cannabis  as  provided  by  the  passage  of  the  Compassionate 
Use  Act  of  1996;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  2000,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  an  ordinance 
amending  the  San  Francisco  Health  Code  to  authorize  the  Department  of  Public  Health  to 
issue  medical  cannabis  identification  cards  to  individuals  who  qualify  under  Proposition  215  as 
users  of  medical  cannabis  or  their  primary  caregivers;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  In  2001 ,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
passed  a  resolution  declaring  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  a  sanctuary  for  medical 
cannabis  use,  cultivation  and  distribution,  and  urging  the  District  Attorney  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department,  the  San  Francisco  Sheriffs  j 
Department,  the  California  State  Attorney  General,  and  the  California  Department  of 
Consumer  Affairs-Medical  Board  of  California  not  to  assist  in  the  harassment,  arrest,  or 
prosecution  of  physicians,  medical  cannabis  dispensaries,  individual  patients,  or  their  primary 
caregivers  attempting  to  comply  with  Proposition  215,  encoded  as  Section  11362.5  of  the 
California  Health  and  Safety  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  2002,  Federal  law  enforcement  activities  against  medical  cannabis 
patients,  caregivers  and  dispensaries  have  dramatically  increased,  including  raids  of  medical 
cannabis  dispensaries  and  arrests  of  prominent  activists  in  the  medical  cannabis  community, 
resulting  in  the  closure  of  facilities  that  dispense  cannabis  to  patients  in  need;  and, 

WHEREAS,  It  has  been  reported  that  the  issuance  of  broad  search  warrants  has 
resulted  in  the  confiscation  of  property  necessary  for  patients,  caregivers  and  dispensaries 
attempting  to  exercise  their  rights  under  California  Heath  and  Safety  Code  Section  1 1 362.5; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Such  actions  go  against  the  expressed  will  of  the  voters  of  the  State  of 
California  and  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby

WHEREAS,  the  people  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  have  adopted  various 
land-use  laws  to  ensure  a  high  quality  of  life  for  all  local  residents;  and 

WHEREAS,  ensuring  this  high  quality  of  life  requires  the  fair  enforcement  of  city  land- 
use  laws;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Hastings  College  of  the  Law  proposes  to  build  a  parking  garage  at  Golden 
Gate  Avenue  and  Larkin  Street  without  complying  with  San  Francisco's  land-use  laws;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Legislative  Counsel  of  California  issued  an  opinion  on  April  25,  1985 
that  property  owned  by  Hastings  College  of  the  Law  which  is  used  for  commercial  purposes  is 
subject  to  local  land-use  laws  unless  the  use  is  closely  related  to  the  College's  educational 
function  or  purpose; 

WHEREAS,  the  San  Francisco  City  Attorney's  office  issued  a  legal  opinion  on  August 
8,  1986  regarding  Hastings'  proposed  six-story  office  building  at  Golden  Gate  and  Larkin; 

WHEREAS,  Whereas  the  City  Attorney  found  that  because  only  two  of  the  six  floors  of 
the  proposed  project  would  be  used  by  Hastings,  that  the  overall  purpose  of  the  project  was

WHEREAS,  on  June  7,  2002,  Hastings  approved  an  eight-story,  885-space  parking,  „.

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[Urging  EPA  to  uphold  Clean  Air  Act] 

Resolution  urging  Christine  Todd  Whitman  and  the  U.S.  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  to  uphold  the  Clean  Air  Act  and  maintain  existing  pollution 
controls. 

WHEREAS,  Christine  Todd  Whitman  and  the  U.S.  Environmental  Protection 
Agency  has  proposed  regulatory  revisions  to  ease  air-quality  restrictions  on  large 
power-plants,  oil  refineries,  and  factories;  and 

WHEREAS,  Currently,  the  Clean  Air  Act's  "New  Source  Review"  program 
mandates  that  plants  in  every  state  in  the  nation  be  required  to  upgrade  pollution 
controls  when  they  modernize  or  expand;  and 

WHEREAS,  Representatives  of  the  energy  industry  claim  that  the  current  rules 
deter  plants  from  upgrading  their  equipment  to  more  modern  and  cleaner  operating 
machinery;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  regulatory  change  would  give  industries  the  ability  to  repair  and 
maintain  plants  and  expand  electricity  production  without  having  to  install  new 
emissions  controls;  and 

WHEREAS,  Plants  that  plan  on  expanding  would  have  the  flexibility  to  average 
their  emissions  over  any  24-month  period  over  the  last  10-years  to  determine  a 
baseline  that  the  EPA  would  use  to  assess  whether  or  not  new  emission  controls  are 
necessary;  and 

WHEREAS,  Industries  would  have  the  ability  to  rely  upon  their  highest  emission 
numbers  in  order  to  avoid  installing  emissions  controls;  and 

WHEREAS,  By  permitting  industry  to  misrepresent  today's  pollution  levels,  the 
EPA  will  allow  plants  to  substantially  increase  emissions  which  will  create  more  air 
pollution  and  negatively  impact  our  air  quality;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  and  the  State  of  California  have  their 
own  air  protection  program  which  will  continue  to  regulate  industrial  air  pollution;  and 

WHEREAS,  If  this  proposal  passes,  it  will  deter  industry  from  the  Bay  Area  and 
California  toward  places  where  pollution  controls  are  less  stringent;  and 

WHEREAS,  Air  pollution  has  no  boundaries  and  an  increase  in  one  state  will 
undoubtedly  affect  neighboring  states;  and 

WHEREAS,  Studies  show  that  air  pollution  is  a  major  contributor  to  global 
warming  and  is  associated  with  many  public  health  concerns  such  as  asthma, 
bronchitis,  lung  cancer  and  premature  death;  now,  therefore,  be  it,

does  hereby  urges  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  to  drop  its  proposal  to  revise

WHEREAS,  The  Metropolitan  Transportation  Commission  funded  a  planning  and 
feasibility  study  of  the  project  in  2001 ,  which  was  completed  in  June  2002  after  considerable 
input  from  community  members,  public  agency  representatives  and  project  neighbors,  by  the 
Rails  to  Trails  Conservancy,  the  Madrina  Group,  and  the  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Coalition  in

Resolution  urging  San  Francisco  Housing  Authority  to  comply  with  Sec  504  of  the 
Rehabilitation  Act,  the  Fair  Housing  Act  amendment  of  1988,  and  the  Title  II  of  the 
Americans  with  Disabilities  Act,  24  CFR  115[d]  and  the  HUD  Budget  Authorization  Act 
by  adopting  and  implementing  a  policy  to  provide  an  effective  tenant  education 
program  on  asthma  control  and  prevention  and  allows  tenants  with  asthma  to  request 
smooth  surface  flooring  as  a  reasonable  accommodation  or  modification. 

WHEREAS,  Asthma  Relief  for  Kids-(a  project  of  Parent  Voices),  the  American  Lung 
Association  of  San  Francisco  &  San  Mateo  Counties  and  the  Children's  Health  Environmental 
Promotion  Program  of  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health  have  come  together  to 
respond  to  the  growing  epidemic  of  asthma;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Asthma,  that  is  not  well-controlled,  affects  quality  of  life;  hinders  ability  to 
fully  participate  in  school  and  work;  strains  financial  resources;  and  causes  other  undue 
burdens  -  impacting  our  families,  neighborhoods,  and  city;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  has  one  of  the  highest  asthma  hospitalization  rates  for 
children  and  adults  in  California  -  a  tragedy  since  the  majority  of  asthma  hospitalizations  are 
preventable;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  rate  of  asthma  hospitalizations  for  13  out  of  21  zip  code  areas  in  San 
Francisco  exceed  the  Health  People  2000  objective  -  the  highest  hospitalization  rates  are  in 
Bayview  Hunters  Point,  Visitacion  Valley,  Western  Addition,  South  of  Market,  China  Basin 
and  the  Tenderloin;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  One  of  the  most  important  ways  to  control  asthma  and  to  prevent  asthma 
symptoms  and  attacks  is  to  reduce  exposure  to  allergens  and  irritants  in  the  environment  that 
trigger  asthma;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Some  of  the  most  problematic  asthma  triggers  are  found  in  the  home 
environment,  especially  in  carpet,  which  can  be  a  reservoir  for  dust  mites,  cockroach 
allergens,  animal  allergens,  molds  and  other  health  hazards;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Experts  recommend  that  individuals  and  families  with  asthma  avoid 
carpets  if  possible,  where  neither  vacuuming  nor  the  use  of  anti-mite  shampoo  is  effective  in 
removing  mites  or  molds  (and  can  even  exacerbate  asthma;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Hard  or  smooth  surface  floors  are  highly  recommended  by  experts  to 
reduce  the  build  up  of  dust  mites,  molds  and  other  allergens,  and  are  more  easily  cleaned, 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Families  with  asthma  in  public  housing  often  are  not  given  sufficient 
information  and  resources  to  create  healthier  environments,  so  it  is  imperative  that  they  know 
their  right  to  request  reasonable  accommodation  or  modification,  such  as  hard  or  smooth 
surface  floors,  and  be  educated  about  how  to  maintain  a  healthy  home  environment;  and 

WHEREAS,  Families  with  asthma  who  live  in  public  housing  have  iimited  financial 
resources  and  often  become  victims  of  a  shortage  of  affordable  healthy  housing,  which  is  a 
major  public  health  concern;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  urge  the  San  Francisco 
Housing  Authority  tc  comply  with  Sec  504  of  the  Rehabilitation  Act.  the  Fair  Housing  Act 
amendment  of  1988,  anc  the  Title  II  of  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act,  24  CFR  1 15[d]  and 
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the  HUD  Budget  Authorization  Act  by  adopting  and  implementing  a  policy  that  allows  tenants 
with  asthma  to  request  smooth  surface  flooring  as  a  reasonable  accommodation  or 
modification;  and  be  it, 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  urge  the  San

Resolution  urging  BechteS  Corporation  and  its  Bolivian  subsidiary,  Aguas  del  Tunari,  to 
immediately  withdraw  their  punitive  legal  claims  in  international  courts  against  Bolivia 
and  its  people  and  to  abstain  from  engaging  in  any  further  litigation  or  mediation 
claims  -  either  within  or  without  U.S.  borders  -  with  the  South  American  country. 

WHEREAS,  In  1999,  the  water  system  of  Cochabamba,  Bolivia's  third  largest  city,  was 
privatized,  and  the  water  system  was  taken  over  by  Aguas  del  Tunari,  a  subsidiary  of  Bechtel 
Corporation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  After  privatization,  Bechtel  Corporation's  water  rate  hikes  in  Cochabamba 
reached  as  high  as  300  per  cent  and  forced  one  of  the  poorest  peoples  in  the  world  to  make 
an  untenably  cruel  choice  between  bread  and  water;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Bolivian  people  repeatedly  but  unsuccessfully  attempted  to  contact 
Aguas  del  Tunari,  Bechtel's  local  subsidiary,  to  request  a  reduction  in  those  price  hikes 
because  of  the  hardship  they  were  causing,  Cochabambans  were  given  no  alternative  but  to

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  Navy  is  requesting  a  Letter  of  Authorization  from  the 
National  Marine  Fisheries  Service  under  the  Marine  Mammai  Protection  Act  (MMPA)  in  order 
to  facilitate  its  proposed  Surveillance  Towed  Array  Sensor  System  (SURTASS)  Low 
Frequency  Active  (LFA)  sonar  program;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Navy  states  that  the  proposed  SURTASS  LFA  sonar  program  would 
meet  the  need  for  improved  detection  of  foreign  submarines,  thereby  providing  the  Navy  with 
adequate  time  to  react  to,  and  defend  against,  submarine  warfare;  and 

WHEREAS,  During  deployment,  the  proposed  SURTASS  LFA  sonar  systems  would 
introduce  low-frequency  acoustic  signals  into  the  world's  oceans  that  couid  potentially  affect 
marine  life;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  preservation  of  biodiversity  and  protection  of  whales  and  other  marine 
mammals  is  of  great  concern  to  the  citizenry  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  protection  and  preservation  of  the  ocean  and  marine  mammals  that 
inhabit  the  ocean  are  of  great  cultural  and  historical  significance  in  San  Francisco  and  the

Resolution  approving  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco's  lease  of  land  at  Assessor's  Block  3726,  Lot  10,  commonly  known  as  172 
Sixth  Street,  to  Mercy  Housing  California  XXII,  L.P.,  a  California  Limited  Partnership,  for 
55  years  for  the  purpose  of  developing  housing  for  very  low  income  households. 


WHEREAS,  The  Agency  and  the  City  desire  to  increase  the  City's  supply  of  affordable 
housing  and  encourage  affordable  housing  development  through  financial  and  other  forms  of 
assistance;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  housing  development  located  at  Assessor's  Block  3726,  Lot  10,  more 
commonly  known  as  172  Sixth  Street  ("the  Project"),  is  a  vacant  building  which  may  be 
converted  to  permanent,  quality,  affordable  housing  for  Very  Low  and  Low  Income 
households,  as  those  terms  are  defined  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  ("HUD");  and 

WHEREAS,  Mercy  Housing  California  XXII,  L.P.,  a  California  Limited  Partnership 
("Developer"),  is  an  entity  established  to  rehabilitate  and  operate  the  Project  as  housing  units 
for  Very  Low  and  Low  Income  households  and  acquired  the  Project  on  January  2,  2002;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Developer  has  received  a  tax  increment  capital  loan  from  the  Agency 
for  the  acquisition  and  rehabilitation  of  the  Project  in  order  to  convert  the  Project  to  seventy- 
five  (75)  affordable  housing  units  for  Very  Low  and  Low  Income  households;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Agency  intends  to  become  the  owner  of  the  land  associated  with  the 
Project  (the  "Property")  in  order  to  assist  in  the  Project's  acquisition  and  to  ensure  the  long- 
term  affordability  of  the  Project;  and  qq 
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WHEREAS,  the  Agency  has  approved  a  Housing  Opportunities  For  Persons  With  AIDS 
("HOPWA")  loan  to  be  used  towards  rehabilitation  of  the  Property  (the  "HOPWA  Loan"  or 
"Loan")  in  order  to  develop  the  75  units  as  affordable  housing;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Developer  shall  leverage  the  City's  financial  assistance  through 
applications  to  the  California  Tax  Credit  Allocation  Committees  for  additional  Project  funding; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  Agency  and  the  Developer  intend  to  enter  into  a  ground  lease 
agreement  ("the  Ground  Lease"),  in  which  the  Agency  will  lease  the  Property  for  One  Hundred 
Forty  Thousand  Dollars  ($140,000.00)  per  year,  with  new  appraisal  adjustments  every  fifteen 
years,  of  which  $20,000  is  due  and  payable  each  year  with  the  remainder  payable  to  the 
extent  income  exceeds  operations,  in  exchange  for  the  Developer's  agreement,  among  other 
things,  to  operate  the  Project  with  rent  levels  affordable  to  Very  Low  and  Low  Income 
Households;  and 

WHEREAS,  Although  the  Property  could  command  a  higher  rent,  leasing  the  Property 
for  a  rent  in  excess  of  the  stated  rent  would  render  it  financially  infeasible  to  operate  the 
Project  with  rent  levels  affordable  to  Very  Low  and  Low  Income  Households;  and 

WHEREAS,  Because  the  Property  will  be  purchased  with  tax  increment  money, 
Section  33433  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  requires  the  Board  of  Supervisors' 
approval  of  its  sale  or  lease,  after  a  public  hearing;  and 

WHERAS,  Notice  of  the  public  hearing  has  been  published  as  required  by  Health  and 
Safety  Code  Section  33433;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Agency  prepared  and  submitted  a  report  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  Section  33433  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code,  including  a  copy  of  the 
proposed  Ground  Lease,  and  a  summary  of  the  transaction  describing  the  cost  of  the  Ground 
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Lease  to  the  Agency,  the  value  of  the  property  interest  to  be  conveyed,  the  lease  price  and 
other  information  was  made  available  for  the  public  inspection;  now  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
does  hereby  find  and  determine  that  the  lease  of  the  Property  from  the  Agency  to  Mercy 
Housing  California  XXII,  LP.,  a  California  Limited  Partnership:  (1)  will  provide  housing  for 
Very  Low  and  Low  Income  Persons;  (2)  is  consistent  with  the  Agency's  Citywide  Tax 
Increment  Affordable  Housing  Program,  pursuant  to  California  Health  and  Safety  Code 
Section  33342.2,  et.  seq.;  (3)  the  less  than  fair  market  value  rent  of  approximately  One 
Hundred  Forty  Thousand  Dollars  ($140,000.00)  per  year,  as  adjusted  per  reappraisals  every 
fifteen  years,  for  a  period  of  fifty-five  (55)  years  is  necessary  to  achieve  affordability  for  Very 
Low  and  Low  Income  Households;  and  (4)  the  consideration  to  be  received  by  the  Agency  is

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  and 
authorizes  the  Agency  to  execute  the  Ground  Lease  of  the  Property  from  the  Agency  to  Mercy 
Housing  California  XXII,  L.P.,  substantially  in  the  form  of  the  Ground  Lease  lodged  with  the 
Agency  General  Counsel,  and  to  take  such  further  actions  and  execute  such  documents  as 
are  necessary  to  carry  out  the  Ground  Lease  on  behalf  of  the  Agency.

Resolution  calling  and  providing  for  a  special  election  to  be  held  in  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  to  the  qualified  voters  of  said  City  and  County  on 
November  5,  2002  a  proposition  for  the  issuance  of  revenue  bonds  and/or  other  forms  of  revenue 
financing  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  in  a  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $1,628,000,000 
to  finance  the  acquisition  and  construction  of  improvements  to  the  City's  water  system;  making

Shall  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  or  any  successor  thereto,  issue  revenue  bonds  and/or 
other  forms  of  revenue  financing  in  a  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $1,628,000,000  (the  "Bonds"),  to 
finance  the  acquisition  and  construction  of  improvements  to  the  City's  water  system;  provided  that  the  ' 
bonds  may  not  be  issued  unless  Administrative  Code  Chapter  37  (Residential  Rent  Stabilization  and 
Arbitration  Ordinance)  is  amended  to  provide  that  landlords  may  pass  through  to  residential  tenants 
50%  of  the  water  bill  costs  attributable  to  water  rate  increases  resulting  from  issuance  of  the  Bonds 
where  a  unit  is  in  compliance  with  any  applicable  laws  requiring  water  conservation  devices,  tenants 
may  file  hardship  applications  with  the  Rem  Board  for  relief  from  all  or  part  of  the  cost  passthrough

For  purposes  of  this  Resolution  and  the  proposition,  the  following  terms  shall  have  the 
following  respective  meanings:  "improvements"  shall  mean  improvements  that  will  restore, 
rehabilitate  and  enhance  the  ability  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  deliver  water  to  users  of  the 
City's  water  system,  such  improvements  to  include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  water  delivery  and  seismic 
improvements,  water  quality  improvements,  water  supply  improvements,  and  watershed  and 
environmental  improvements  as  set  forth  in  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission's  Capital 
Improvement  Program  (the  "CIP"),  as  such  CIP  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time;  the  "City's  water 
system"  shall  mean  the  entire  water  supply,,  storage,  treatment  and  distribution  system  and  auxiliary  and 
related  facilities  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  as  such  system  may  be 
modified  and  extended  from  time  to  time;  "other  forms  of  revenue  financing"  shall  include  notes, 
debentures,  commercial  paper,  variable  rate  demand  notes  and  bonds,  auction  rate  securities,  lease 
revenue  bonds,  installment  sale  agreements  and  other  forms  of  similar  financial  products  which  may  be 
created  from  time  to  time;  and  the  "City's  regional  water  system'?  shall  mean  facilities  for  the  storage, 
treatment,  and  transmission  of  water  operated  and  maintained  by  San  Francisco  in  the  Counties  of 
Tuolumne,  Stanislaus,  San  Joaquin,  Alameda,  Santa  Clara,  San  Mateo,  and  three  terminal  reservoirs  in 
San  Francisco. 

Section  2.       The  Bonds  are  proposed  to  be  issued  to  finance  improvements  to  the  enterprise 
consisting  of  the  City's  water  system  (the  "Enterprise").  The  City's  water  system  and  the  proposed 
improvements  thereto  shall  constitute  a  single,  unified,  integrated  enterprise,  and  the  revenue  therefrom 
shall  be  pledged  to  the  repayment  of  the  Bonds.  The  Board  hereby  finds  and  determines  that  the  City's 
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water  system  is  necessary  and  desirable  to  enable  the  City  to  exercise  its  municipal  powers  and 
functions,  namely  to  furnish  water  supply,  storage,  treatment  and  distribution  services  for  any  present  j 
or  future  beneficial  use  of  the  City.  The  purpose  for  which  the  Bonds  are  proposed  to  be  issued  is  to 
finance  the  acquisition  and  construction  of  improvements  to  the  City's  water  system,  including  without 
limitation  capitalized  interest  on  the  Bonds  and  any  other  expenses  incidental  thereto  or  connected 
therewith.

procedure  provided  for  by  ordinance.  The  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  and  any  premiums 
upon  the  redemption  thereof  shall  not  constitute  or  evidence  a  debt  of  the  City,  nor  a  legal  or  equitable 
pledge,  charge,  lien  or  encumbrance  upon  any  of  its  property,  or  upon  any  of  its  income,  receipts  or 
revenues,  except  the  revenues  of  the  Enterprise  and  such  other  funds  as  may  be  legally  available  and 
pledged  for  such  purpose. 

Section  89.     This  Resolution  shall  be  published  in  accordance  with  any  state  law 
requirements,  and  such  publication  shall  constitute  notice  of  said  election  and  no  other  notice  of  the 
election  hereby  called  need  be  given. 

Section  9W.    The  appropriate  officers,  employees,  agents  and  representatives  of  the  City  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  do  everything  necessary  or  desirable  to  the  calling  and  holding  of 
said  special  election,  and  to  otherwise  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  Resolution. 

Section  J-QJ 1.  Pursuant  to  Section  53410  of  the  California  Government  Code,  the  Bonds  shall 
be  for  the  specific  purpose  authorized  herein  and  the  proceeds  of  such  Bonds  shall  be  applied  only  to 
the  project  described  herein.  The  Public  Utilities  Commission  will  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
Sections  53410(c)  and  53410(d)  of  the  California  Government  Code. 

Section  tW-.TZ  The  Board  having  reviewed  the  proposed  legislation,  finds  and  declares  that  the 
proposed  Bond  special  election  is  in  conformity  with  the  pnonty  policies  of  Section  101.1(b)  of  the 
City  Planning  Code  and  with  the  City's  General  Plan,  and  hereby  adopts  the  findings  of  the  City 
Planning  Department,  as  set  forth  in  the  General  Plan  Refeiral.

[Amended  Nondisposal  Facility  Element.] 

Resolution  adopting  an  amended  Nondisposal  Facility  Element  of  the  City's  Integrated 
Waste  Management  Plan  as  required  by  California  Public  Resources  Code  section 
41730. 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Public  Resources  Code  (PRC)  Section  41730  et  seq., 
requires  every  California  city  and  county  to  prepare  and  adopt  a  Nondisposal  Facility  Element 
(NDFE)  as  part  of  its  integrated  Waste  Management  Plan;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  purpose  of  the  NDFE  is  to  identify  all  existing,  expansion  of  existing, 
and  proposed  nondisposal  facilities  (NDFs)  which  will  be  used  by  a  jurisdiction  to  assist  in 
reaching  the  solid  waste  diversion  mandates  of  PRC  Section  41780,  which  specifies  a  goal  of 
50  percent  diversion  from  landfill  disposal;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  PRC  Section  41730  et  seq.,  the  San  Francisco  Solid  Waste 
Management  Program  prepared  a  NDFE  that  was  adopted  by  the  San  Francisco  Board  of

(RMU)  the  Muwekma  Ohlone  Tribe  is  identified  as  the  indigenous  Native  American  Tribe  of 
the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Muwekma  Ohlone  people,  who  never  left  their  aboriginal  land  and 
were  once  pronounced  extinct  by  anthropologists,  have  retained  their  culture  and  social 
identity  for  the  past  230  years;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Ohlone  people  have  left  a  record  of  approximately  13,000  years  of 
human  history;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  Government  maintained  a  "trust"  relationship  with  three 
Costanoan  tribal  groups,  including  the  Muwekma,  historically  identified  as  the  Verona  Band, 
by  the  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  from  1906-1927;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Muwekma  Ohlone  Tribe  were  illegally  removed  from  the  Federal 
Register  in  1927  despite  its  "trust"  relationship  and  its  previous  efforts  to  foster  and  secure 
federal  recognition  as  an  Indian  tribe;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Muwekma  Ohlone  tribe  enrolled  with  and  was  approved  by  the 
Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  under  the  1928  California  Jurisdictional  Act,  and  have  since 
organized  themselves  according  to  the  Bureau's  directives,  still  have  no  right  to  be  legally 
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considered  an  Indian  Tribe  without  first  obtaining  reaffirmation  and  formal  acknowledgement

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  2000  census  there  is  a  large  and  growing  number  of 
seniors  residing  in  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  171 ,395  residents,  or  22%  of  San  Francisco's  population,  are  age  55  and 
over,  a  percentage  significantly  higher  than  the  state  average;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco's  older  population  is  ethnically  diverse;  36%  of  the  60  and 
over  population  is  Asian/Pacific  Islander,  9%  is  African-American,  12%  is  Hispanic,  .3%  is 
American  Indian,  Alaskan  Native  or  other,  and  43%  is  White;  and, 

WHEREAS,  According  to  a  1999  report  by  the  Northern  California  Council  for  the 
Community,  the  number  of  persons  in  San  Francisco  age  60  and  over  who  live  alone  is

WHEREAS,  Habitat  for  Humanity  International  (HHI)  is  a  nonprofit,  nondenominational 
Christian  housing  organization  founded  in  1976;  and 

WHEREAS,  HHI  has  built  more  than  100,000  houses  in  80  countries  and  30,000 
houses  in  the  United  States;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  houses  are  purchased  by  the  homeowner  families  and  are  designed 
to  be  affordable.  This  is  accomplished  through  forgoing  any  profit  from  sales  and  charging  no 
interest  on  the  mortgage.  In  addition,  homeowners  and  volunteers  build  the  houses;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  organization  is  funded  through  diverse  sources  including  individuals, 
corporations  and  religious  organizations  as  well  as  material  donations;  and 

WHEREAS,  Homeowner  families  are  chosen  based  on  need,  capacity  to  repay  the 
mortgage  and  motivation  to  build  their  house;  and 

WHEREAS,  Habitat  maintains  more  than  1,700  independent  affiliates,  each 
responsible  for  fundraising  and  organizing  its  local  projects.  One  such  affiliate  is  Habitat  for 
Humanity  San  Francisco  (HHSF);  and 

WHEREAS,  HHSF  was  founded  in  1996.  By  2001 ,  HHSF  had  completed  a  total  of  1 1 
homes  in  such  neighborhoods  as  Bayview-Hunters  Point  and  the  Mission  South  Van  Ness;

WHEREAS,  The  Commerce  and  Industry  Element  of  San  Francisco's  General  Plan 
advances  Objectives  and  Policies  calling  for  a  balanced  economic  base  for  San  Francisco, 
particularly  those  economic  sectors  that  employ  a  high  percentage  of  San  Franciscans  and 
provide  entry-level  employment  opportunities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  industrial,  manufacturing,  tourist  and  service  sectors  have  a  long 
tradition  in  the  Mission  District's  employment  history,  adding  to  the  District's  diversity  both  as 
an  economic  base  and  as  a  community  that  embraces,  values  and  provides  employment 
opportunities  for  people  with  a  broad  range  of  skills,  trades  and  talents;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  economic  vitality  and  health  of  other  major  sectors  of  San  Francisco's 
economy,  such  as  retail,  downtown  office  and  medical  services,  among  others,  depend  on 
adequate  and  essential  support  from  the  industrial,  manufacturing,  entertainment  and  service 
sectors;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  availability  of  land  zoned  for  industrial,  manufacturing,  nighttime 
entertainment  and  service  use  has  decreased  progressively  over  the  years,  particularly  by 
construction  of  live/work  and  office  uses  whose  owners  and  tenants  may  find  such  activities 
offensive  and  incompatible,  which  results  in  pressures  to  diminish  the  viability  of  industrial, 
manufacturing,  entertainment  and  service  activity  and  further  convert  industrial  land  to  other

WHEREAS,  To  stabilize  employment  in  the  Mission  until  new  zoning  controls  can  be  adopted  it 
is  desirable  to  maintain  existing  Production,  Distribution  and  Repair  (PDR)  businesses  and  buildings

WHEREAS,  The  industrial  areas  of  the  Mission  District  have  the  original  zoning 
imposed  when  the  City  first  adopted  a  zoning  law  more  than  fifty  years  ago,  and  these

WHEREAS,  The  use  tables  setting  out  permitted  and  unpermitted  uses  in  the  industrial 
areas  of  the  Mission  District  are  very  out  of  date,  particularly  with  respect  to  the  office  uses 
now  being  introduced  into  the  District;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  December  15,  1994,  after  three  years  of  public  hearings  concerning 
potential  uses  in  the  Northeast  Mission  Industrial  Zone  (NEMIZ),  the  industrially-zoned  portion 
of  the  Mission  District,  the  Planning  Commission  adopted  Resolution  13794  designating  an 
Industrial  Protection  Zone  (IPZ)  in  the  NEMIZ  and  said  it  was  concerned  about  live/work 
projects,  both  in  new  construction  and  large  conversions,  due  to  their  potential  threat  to  the 
viability  and  stability  of  the  area's  industrial,  manufacturing,  service  and  commercial  activities; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  In  Resolution  13794  the  Commission  stated  its  policy  to  protect  the  NEMIZ 
IPZ  from  all  new  live/work  projects  proposed  for  new  construction  or  conversions  of  industrial 
or  commercial  structures  that  would  include  ten  or  more  live/work  units  in  order  to  insure  that 
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the  vitality  of  industry  and  manufacturing  uses  continue  to  add  to  the  economic  diversity  of  the 
NEMIZ  so  that  these  sectors  could  continue  to  provide  employment  opportunities  for  the 
area's  diverse  population  and  to  support  and  maintain  the  vitality  of  the  other  major  sectors  of 
the  economy  of  the  NEMIZ  and  San  Francisco  as  a  whole;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  NEMIZ  has  lost  almost  one-fifth  of  its  developable  land  to  non- 
industrial  uses  in  the-s+K-years  since  the  Planning  Commission  adopted  Resolution  13794 
designating  an  IPZ  in  the  NEMIZ;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  lost  space  accounted  for  approximately  sixty  businesses  providing 
blue-collar  jobs  to  local  residents;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  space  developed  in  the  NEMIZ  between  1994  and  2000  provided 
space  for  6,000  new  employees  with  no  new  transportation  fees  paid,  and  very  little  paid  for 
new  housing  and  child  care;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  August  13, 1998,  the  Planning  Department  presented  its  Land  Use 
Study  -  Status  Report  to  the  Planning  Commission  to  further  discuss  land  use  policy  in 
industrial  areas;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  April  8,  1999,  the  Planning  Department  issued  its  Zoning  Options  for 
Industrial  Land  to  address  the  issues  and  analyze  the  potential  conflicts  between  live/work 
and  other  types  of  development  and  to  recommend  certain  actions  aimed  at  balancing  the 
needs  of  live/work  development  and  the  industrial,  manufacturing,  tourist,  maritime  and 
service  sectors  in  order  to  protect  the  public  health,  safety  and  welfare;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  April  22,  1999,  the  Planning  Commission  held  a  public  hearing  on  the 
Zoning  Options  Study,  and  four  options  for  interim  zoning  controls;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  13,  1999,  after  a  public  hearing,  the  Planning  Commission 
adopted  Resolution  14825,  which  initiated  imposition  of  the  interim  zoning  controls;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  On  August  5,  1999,  after  a  public  hearing,  the  Planning  Commission 
adopted  Resolution  14861  imposing  interim  zoning  controls  for  a  period  of  eighteen  months, 
which  created  an  IPZ  where  new  live/work  uses  would  not  be  permitted,  a  mixed-use  housing 
zone  where  live/work  uses  would  be  encouraged,  and  buffer  zones  where  live/work  uses 
would  require  conditional  use  authorization;  and,

WHEREAS,  In  the  ninctoon  months  since  August  5,  1999  the  Planning  Commission 
has  failed  to  initiate  or  adopt  permanent  zoning  controls  in  the  industrial  zones  despite 
Planning  Code  requirements  that  the  Planning  Department  shall  do  a  planning  study  and 
propose  permanent  legislation  during  the  pendency  of  the  interim  controls  and  make  reports 
at  a  public  hearing  at  least  every  six  months  regarding  the  status  of  the  permanent  controls; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  On  November  2,  2000,  after  a  public  hearing,  the  Planning  Commission 
adopted  Resolution  16020  extending  the  interim  controls  to  August  4,  2001;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Issues  related  to  development  in  industrial  areas  have  been  raised  by  the 
public  during  Planning  Commission  hearings  since  June  1997;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Partly  in  response  to  concerns  about  the  proliferation  of  live/work  projects  b\ 
Mission  District  residents,  the  Board  of  Super\>isors  recently  amended  the  Planning  Code  to  prohibit 
new  live/work  units;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Since  January  of  1997,  when  residents  of  the  Mission  District  began  asking  the 
Planning  Commission  to  control  live/work  development  because  of  the  adverse  effects  those  projects 
were  having  on  the  District,  the  City  has  approved  live/work  projects  in  the  NEMJZat  an  accelerating 
pace;  and 

WHERE\S,  Despite  its  policy  against  live/work  development  in  the  NEMIZ  IPZ,  adopted  in 
Resolution  13791,  the  Planning  Commission  has  approved  every  live/work  project  proposed  in  the 
NEMIZ  IPZ  for  a  total  of  130  units;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Department  has  approved  585  units  of  live/work  in  the  non  IPZ  area 
of  the  NEMIZ;  and, 

WHEREAS,  With  the  exception  of  Project  Artaud,  all  of  the  live/work  units  in  the 
Mission  District  have  been  market-rate  units  with  no  affordable  units;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Construction  of  housing  in  the  NEMIZ  requires  conditional  use  authorization, 
setbacks  and  some  inclusionary  affordable  units,  but  "artist  live/work"  is  a  permitted  use  with  no 
required  setbacks  or  inclusionary  affordable  housing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Construction  of  housing  did  not  occur  in  the  NEMIZ  over  the  vast  ten  years 
because  it  was  less  favored  in  the  Planning  Code  than  "artist  live/work"  use,  skewing  the 
production  of  new  housing  to  upper-income,  non-family,  non-affordable  housing  in  an  area 
where  low-income,  family-housing  predominates;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Construction  of  and  conversion  of  other  uses  to  office  space  has  resulted 
in  hundreds  of  thousands  of  square  feet  of  new  office  space  in  the  NEMIZ  in  the  past  five  years. 
generally  rented  at  levels  comparable  to  downtown  office  space;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  amount  of  live/work  and  office  space  added  to  the  NEMIZ  has 
resulted  in  the  dislocation  and  removal  of  businesses,  nonprofits,  and  arts  organizations  from 
the  Mission  District;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Mission  Street  commercial  corridor,  zoned  NC-3,  has  not  been 
reviewed  for  over  a  decade  and  needs  evaluation  as  to  appropriate  zoning  for  large  parcels  to 
ensure  the  appropriate  mix  of  housing,  community-serving  businesses,  nonprofit 
organizations,  arts  activities,  public  uses,  and  commercial  spaces;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Mission  Street  commercial  corridor  is  an  untapped  resource  for 
transit-intensive,  high-density  housing,  as  well  as  commercial  development;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  remain  few  large  lots  on  the  Mission  Street  commercial  corridor  that 
can  be  developed  with  significant  affordable  housing;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Community-serving  businesses,  nonprofits,  and  arts  organizations  have 
been  increasingly  displaced  as  office  uses  move  from  downtown  to  Mission  Street;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  neighborhood-serving  pedestrian  character  of  Valencia,  Mission  and 
24th  Streets  have  been  compromised  by  an  influx  of  information  technology  office 
conversions,  causing  rising  rents  and  evictions  for  long-time  resident-serving  businesses  and 
nonprofit  organizations  to  make  space  for  businesses  which  do  not  serve  the  general  public; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  "business  service"  category  has  been  used  to  introduce  services  like 
"information  technology"  that  provide  no  services  to  the  general  public;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Even  when  the  converted  spaces  are  no  longer  occupied  because  of  decreased 
demand,  tfhese  changes  of  use  have  caused  irreparable  harm  to  the  Mission  District  business 
community,  including  resulting  in  evictions  from  the  Bayview  Bank  Building  of  over  25  nonprofit 
organizations,  media,  lawyers,  accountants  and  others  who  have  provided  long-time  services 
to  local  residents;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Tlicrc  was  a  11%  increase  in  average  commercial  lease  rates  in  the  Mission 
District  between  1997  and  1999;  and, 

WHEREAS,  It  is  necessary  to  create  a  "community  service"  use  category,  which  allows 
nonprofits,  arts  activities  and  community-serving  small  businesses  to  be  located  where 
commercial  uses  which  do  not  provide  direct  services  to  Mission  District  residents  may  be 
inappropriate;  and, 

WHEREAS,  It  is  necessary  to  create  an  "information  technology"  category  until  the  City 
is  able  to  revise  the  Planning  Code  language,  which  currently  does  not  provide  for  such  uses; 
and, 
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WHEREAS,  Housing  units  throughout  commercially-zoned  areas  of  the  Mission  District 
have  been  eliminated  through  conversions  to  other  uses,  either  for  larger  commercial  or 
residential  spaces;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Tourist  hotels  attract  tourist-serving  businesses  in  place  of  affordable 
services  for  the  residents  and  business  community;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  recent  years,  construction  of  lower-income  housing  in  the  Mission 
District  has  fallen  considerably  short  of  demand;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Lower-income  households  in  the  Mission  District  have  become  even  more 
overcrowded,  face  ever  escalating  rents,  and  are  being  forced  to  leave  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  largest  amount  of  new  housing  in  the  Mission  District  has  been  in 
live/work  units,  which  are  not  affordable,  do  not  provide  family  housing,  and  occupy  land 
which  will  never  be  available  for  affordable  housing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Most  of  the  housing  and  all  of  the  live/work  units  which  have  been  recently 
constructed  in  the  Mission  District  have  no  affordable  units  because  the  projects  are  being 
constructed  in  sizes  just  under  the  threshold  that  would  trigger  the  requirement  to  provide 
affordable  units  or  as  live/work  which  required*  no  affordability  at  all;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Tlic  Board  of  Supervisors  is  currently  proposing  legislation  to  reduce  the 
inclusionary  housing  threshold  and  require  inclusionary  units  in  live/work  projects;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Parkins  in  excess  of  the  amount  required  drives  up  the  cost  of  development,  in 
particular  the  cost  of  housing,  and  is  not  in  keeping  with  the  character  of  the  Mission  neighborhood; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Mission  has  lower  levels  of  automobile  ownership  than  other  neighborhoods 
with  many  residents  taking  transit,  bicycles  or  walking  to  work,  and  60%  of  Mission  residents  walk  to 
the  commercial  areas  to  do  their  shopping;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Existing  Planning  Code  provisions  regarding  laboratories  are  over  40  years  old 
and  are  insufficient  to  address  modem  biotech  laboratories;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  is  currently  in  the  process  of  developing  Citywide  standards  regulatins 
wet  labs,  and  until  those  standards  are  developed  establishing  the  preferred  distance  between  biotech 
wet  labs  and  residents,  it  is  desirable  to  separate  any  such  laboratories  from  residences;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Large  single-tenant  retail  facilities  require  a  substantial  amount  of  parking,  which 
encourages  automobile  usage,  traffic  problems  and  inappropriately  low  density  levels  given  the  limited 
amount  of  land  in  the  Citx;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Large  single-tenant  retail  facilities  also  have  the  potential  to  displace  local  small 
businesses;  and, 

WHEREAS,  New  development  on  Mission  Street  between  14th  and  15th  Streets  will  add 
pedestrians  on  a  block  which  is  not  currently  zoned  for  intense  pedestrian  activity,  despite  the  fact  that 
is  immediately  to  the  north  of  the  NC-3  Neighborhood  Commercial  District;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Given  the  limited  amount  of  land  in  the  Mission  available  for  housing  and  job- 
producing  businesses,  large  open  parking  lots  waste  valuable  land,  create,  "dead"  spaces,  attract 
undesirable  activity  and  become  a  blight  on  the  community;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Restaurants  and  bars  in  neighborhood  commercial  districts  that  are  closed  during 
the  day  deaden  the  block  on  which  thex  are  located  and  do  not  generate  a  desirable  level  of  pedestrian 
activity  for  the  other  retail  businesses;  and, 

WHEREAS,  City  Planning  Code  Section  306.7  authorizes  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to 
impose  interim  controls  temporarily  suspending  the  approval  of  permits  and  other  land  use 
authorizations  in  conflict  with  a  contemplated  zoning  proposal  which  the  Board,  the  Planning 
Commission,  or  the  Department  of  Planning  is  considering  or  intends  to  study  within  a 
reasonable  period  of  time;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Interim  controls  are  authorized  to  control  uses  which  are  having  an 
adverse  impact  on  areas  of  mixed  residential  and  commercial  uses  in  order  to  preserve  the 
existing  character  of  such  neighborhoods  and  areas;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Interim  controls  are  authorized  to  conserve  the  commerce  and  industry  of 
the  City  in  order  to  maintain  the  economic  vitality  of  the  City,  to  provide  its  citizens  with 
adequate  jobs  and  business  opportunities,  and  to  maintain  adequate  services  for  its  residents, 
visitors,  businesses,  and  institutions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  these  interim  controls  are  necessary 
in  order  to  direct  office  development  into  the  Downtown  core  where  there  is  transit  capacity,  to 
protect  residential  and  mixed-use  areas  of  the  City  where  office  developments  are 
proliferating,  and  to  prevent  displacement  of  other  viable  economic  uses  which  provide 
needed  services  and  employment  to  San  Francisco  residents  until  the  Department  of  City 
Planning  can  complete  studies  of  appropriate  General  Plan,  Zoning  Map,  and  Planning  Code 
amendments  for  these  areas;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  these  interim  controls  enhance  and 
are  consistent  with  the  purpose  of  the  Planning  Code  as  set  forth  in  Section  101  and  with  the 
Priority  Policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1  in  that:  (a)  they  conserve  and  protect  existing 
housing  and  neighborhood  character  (Policies  2  and  3)  by  prohibiting  requiring  conditional  use 
for  the  conversion  and  demolition  of  residential  uses  and  by  prohibiting  or  requiring  conditional 
use-ior  certain  large  non-retail  uses;  (b)  they  maintain  a  diverse  economic  base  by  protecting 
the  City's  industrial  and  service  sectors  from  displacement  due  to  commercial  office 
development  (Policy  5);  and  (c)  they  have  no  impact  on  existing  neighborhood-serving  retail 
uses  or  resident  employment  (Policy  1 ),  commuter  traffic  or  transit  service  (Policy  4), 
earthquake  preparedness  (Policy  6),  landmarks  and  historic  buildings  (Policy  7),  or  parks  and 
open  space  (Policy  8);  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  Mission  District  interim  controls  will  expire  on  July  7,  2002;  and, 
WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  is  authorized  by  Planning  Code  Section  306. 7{e\ 
(h)  to  initiate  the  procedure  for  imposing  extend  the  duration  of  the  interim  controls  for  an  additional 
period  of  time  not  to  exceed  a  total  of  24  months,  by  a  resolution  adopted  by  majority  vote;  and, 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

WHEREAS.  While  there  will  no  doubt  be  some  hardship  on  property  owners  and 
developers  who  will  now  need  to  go  through  a  public  hearing  process,  based  on  the  evidence 
presented  this  Board  finds  that  the  detriment  to  the  public  if  the  controls  are  not  imposed 
clearly  outweighs  the  hardship  to  property  owners  and  developers:  and. 

WHEREAS,  Rezoning  studies  are  underway  for  the  Mission  and  require  another  year  for 
environmental  review  and  adoption  of  revisions  to  the  Planning  Code  and  General  Plan;  andrnow, 
therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  interim  controls  set  forth  below  are  hereby  imposed  on  all 
property  within  the  defined  sub-areas  for  the  duration  of  the  controls.  No  City  agency,  board, 
commission,  officer,  or  employee  may  approve  any  demolition  permit,  site  permit,  building 
permit,  grading  permit,  conditional  use  authorization,  or  any  other  land  use  entitlement 
inconsistent  with  the  following  controls  for  as  long  as  they  are  in  effect: 

(a)      The  Mission  District  in  the  Area  Bounded  by  Guerrero  Street,  Cesar 
Chavez  Street,  Potrero  Avenue,  and  the  Central  Freeway. 

(i)        New  tourist  hotels  arc  not  permitted  require  a  conditional  use  authorization,  unless 
such  hotels  contain  9  or  more  single  room  occupancy  rooms  or  apartments  for  rent  of  which  at 
least  40%  will  be  rented  at  below  market  rates  under  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  Guidelines, 
and  contain  at  least  1000  gross  square  feet  of  Administrative  Services  Space  devoted  to  a 
non-profit  tenant  at  a  below  market  rental  rate. 
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(ii)  Any  demolition  of  a  residential  use  is  prohibited  requires  a  conditional  use 
authorization,  except  to  construct  an  "affordable  housing  project"  as  defined  in  Planning  Code 
Section  313.1. 

(iii)  For  any  change  of  use  in  the  Mission  District  as  defined  above,  whether  or  not  it 
is  considered  a  change  of  use  under  the  Building  Code,  a  discrotionary  review  hoaring  by  tho 
Planning  Commission  and  posting  of  a  sign  on  tho  proporty  in  compliance  with  tho 
roauiromonts  of  Planning  Codo  Section  306.8  aro  mandatory  a  notice  pursuant  to  Planning 
Code  Section  312  is  mandatory  and,  notwithstanding  Planning  Code  Section  352(bV  no  fee 
shall  be  charged  to  the  Discretionary  Review  reouestor  who  files  pursuant  to  this  notice. 

(iv)  Except  for  residentiallv-zoned  areas  where  a  conditional  use  is  not  now 
required.  aAll  new  market-rate  housing  projects  or  conversions  of  existing  residential  uses  to 
market-rate  housing  shall  require  conditional  use  authorization,  unless  a  new  market  rate 
housing  project  contains  10  or  more  group  housing  units,  and  contains  9  or  more  single  room 
occupancy  rooms  or  apartments  of  which  at  least  40%  will  be  rented  at  below  market  rates 
under  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  Guidelines. 

(v)  To  provide  early  notice  of  proposed  projects  and  allow  for  community  input  in  advance 
of  the  conditional  use  hearing,  no  later  than  30  days  after  a  conditional  use  application  is  deemed 
complete,  the  Planning  Department  shall  mail  to  those  persons  who  receive  notice  pursuant  to 
§306. 3(a)(2)  a  notice  describing  the  proposed  project  and  that  an  application  has  been  filed. 

( vi)  For  every  project  which  requires  providing  notice  and  plans  under  either  Planning 
Code  §311  or  §312,  such  notice  and  plans  shall  be  mailed  no  later  than  30  days  prior  to  any  scheduled 
hearing  on  that  project.  Such  notice  and  plans  shall  also  be  provided  for  any  project  in  the  NEM1Z  for 
which  these  controls  require  discretionary  review. 

(vii)  The  following  shall  be  a  principal  permitted  use: 
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(A)  projects  where  at  least  25%  of  the  units  are  affordable  to  persons  earning  60% 
of  the  area  mean  income  (AMI);  for  a  continuous  50  year  period,  as  provided  in  afford  ability 
restrictions  set  forth  in  a  Notice  of  Special  Restrictions  or  similar  instrument  to  be  recorded  in 
the  official  records  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  County,  which  provides  in  each  case 
that  the  project  is  subject  to  the  monitoring  and  enforcement  provisions  of  Planning  Code 
Sections  315.6  and  31 5.7  and  315.8: 

(B)  senior  housing  projects  in  which  all  units  are  affordable  to  persons  earning  60% 
of  the  AMI;  for  a  continuous  50  year  period,  as  provided  in  affordability  restrictions  set  forth  in 
a  Notice  of  Special  Restrictions  or  similar  instrument  to  be  recorded  in  the  official  records  of 
the  City  and  Countx  of  San  Francisco  County,  which  provides  in  each  case  that  the  project  is 
subject  to  the  monitoring  and  enforcement  provisions  of  Planning  Code  Sections  315.6  and 
315.7  and  315.8: 

(C)  limited  equity  cooperative  projects;  and 

(D)  community  land  trust. 

(viii)  In  areas  zoned  M-1  and  M-2,  ne  any  office  use  (which  includes  an  "information 
technology"  use)  in  excess  of  1 ,500  gross  square  feet  is  permitted  requires  a  conditional  use 
authorization  unless  it  is  a  "communis  sendee"  use  as  defined  in  these  controls. 

(ix)  In  areas  zoned  C-1 ,  C-2,  C-3-0,  C-3-R,  C-3-G,  C-3-S,  and  C-M,  a  utility 
installation  as  defined  in  Planning  Code  Section  209.6(b)  shall  require  a  conditional  use 
authorization. 

(x)  Accessory  parkin?  shall  be  limited  to  three  spaces  where  one  space  is  required  by  the 
Planning  Code  and  four  spaces  where  two  spaces  are  required  by  the  Code.  All  other  parkin?  in 
excess  of  that  required  by  the  Code  shall  require  a  conditional  use  authorization. 

(xi)  Experimental  laboratories,  as  defined  in  Planning  Code  Section  226(f).  shall  be 
permitted  with  a  conditional  use  authorization  only  (a  )  after  San  Francisco  has  adopted  cinwide 
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standards  regulating  wet  labs,  and  (b)  at  sites  which  are  at  least  500  feet  from  all  zones  in  which 
housing  is  a  permitted  use. 

(xii)  Open  automobile  parkins  lot  in  excess  of  5,000  square  feet  shall  require  a  conditional 
use  authorization.  Lots  expressly  for  parkins  trucks,  buses,  equipment  or  distribution  vehicles  are 
exempt  from  this  provision. 

(xiii)  Adult  entertainment,  as  defined  in  Planning  Code  Section  221(k),  shall  require  a 
conditional  use  authorization. 

(xiv)  Check  cashing  facilities,  as  defined  in  California  Civil  Code  Section  1789.31  shall 
require  a  conditional  use  authorization. 

(xv)  Merger  of  dwelling  units  shall  require  a  conditional  use  authorization. 

(b)     Valencia  Street  Neighborhood  Commercial  District.  The  Zoning  Control 
Table  in  Planning  Code  Section  726  is  modified  as  follows: 

(i)  Section  726.21 ,  Use  Size  [Non-residential],  is  modified  to  permit  use  sizes  up  to 
2,000  square  feet  as  a  principal  use  and  to  require  use  sizes  above  2,000  square  feet  to 
obtain  a  conditional  use  authorization. 

(ii)  Section  726.38,  Residential  Conversion,  is  modified  to  prohibit  require  a 
conditional  use  authorization  for  conversion  of  a  residential  use  on  all  stories. 

(iii)  Section  726.39,  Residential  Demolition,  is  modified  to  prohibit  require  a 
conditional  use  authorization  for  demolition  of  a  residential  use  on  all  stories. 

(iv)  Section  726.53,  Business  or  Professional  Service,  is  modified  to  permit  as  a 
principal  use  on  the  1st  story  a  "community  service"  use  (as  defined  in  these  interim  controls) 
of  any  square  footage,  to  allow  on  the  1st  story  a  business  or  professional  service  that  is  not  a 
community  service  use  of  up  to  2,000  square  feet  as  a  principal  permitted  use  and  of  more 
than  2,000  square  feet  as  a  conditional  use. 
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(v)  Section  726.55,  Tourist  Hotel,  is  modified  to  prohibit  require  a  conditional  use 
authorization  for  a  tourist  hotel  use  on  all  stories. 

(vi)  An  "information  technology"  use  (as  defined  in  these  interim  controls)  ** 
prohibited  requires  a  conditional  use  authorization  on  all  stories. 

(c)  24th  Street  -  Mission  Neighborhood  Commercial  District.  The  Zoning 
Control  Table  in  Planning  Code  Section  727  is  modified  as  follows: 

(i)  Section  727.38,  Residential  Conversion,  is  modified  to  prohibit  require  a 
conditional  use  authorization  for  conversion  of  a  residential  use  on  all  stories. 

(ii)  Section  727.39,  Residential  Demolition,  is  modified  to  prohibit  require  a 
conditional  use  authorization  for  demolition  of  a  residential  use  on  all  stories. 

(iii)  Section  727.53,  Business  or  Professional  Service,  is  modified  to  permit  as  a 
principal  use  on  the  1st  story  a  "community  service"  use  (as  defined  in  these  interim  controls) 
of  any  square  footage,  to  allow  on  the  1st  story  a  business  or  professional  service  that  is  not  a 
community  service  use  of  up  to  2,000  square  feet  as  a  principal  permitted  use  and  of  more 
than  2,000  square  feet  as  a  conditional  use. 

(iv)  An  "information  technology"  use  (as  defined  in  these  interim  controls)  *# 
prohibited  requires  a  conditional  use  authorization  on  all  Stories. 

(d)  Mission  Street  from  15th  Street  to  Cesar  Chavez  Street  Zoned  NC-3.  The 
NC-3  Zoning  Control  Table  in  Planning  Code  Section  712  is  modified  as  follows: 

(i)      Section  712.21 ,  Use  Size  [Non-residential],  is  modified  to  permit  use  sizes  up  to 
2,999  square  feet  as  a  principal  use  and  to  require  use  sizes  above  2,999  square  feet  to 
obtain  a  conditional  use  authorization  except  buildings  above  2,999  square  feet  that  contain  at 
least  1000  gross  square  feet  of  Administrative  Service  Space  rented  to  a  non-profit 
organization  at  a  below  market  rate,  and  contain  9  or  more  new  SRO  rooms  or  apartments 
and  at  least  10  units  of  group  housing  shall  be  permitted  as  a  principal  use.. 
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(ii)  Section  712.38,  Residential  Conversion,  is  modified  to  prohibit  require  a 
conditional  use  authorization  for  conversion  of  a  residential  use  on  all  stories. 

(iii)  Section  712.39,  Residential  Demolition,  is  modified  to  prohibit  require  a 
conditional  use  authorization  for  demolition  of  a  residential  use  on  all  stories. 

(iv)  Section  712.70,  Administrative  Service,  is  modified  to  prohibit  require  a 
conditional  use  authorization  for  an  administrative  service  use  on  all  stories  unless  it  is  a 
"community  service"  use  (as  defined  in  these  interim  controls),  provided,  however,  that  if  at 
least  1000  gross  square  feet  of  the  Administrative  Service  use  is  rented  to  a  non-profit 
organization  at  a  below  market  rate  rent,  such  prohibition  shall  not  apply.  A  community 
service  use  is  permitted  as  a  principal  use  on  all  stories. 

(v)  An  "information  technology"  use  (as  defined  in  these  interim  controls)  is 
prohibited  requires  a  conditional  use  authorization  on  the  1st  and  2nd  Stories  and  is  permitted  as 
a  principal  use  on  the  3rd  story  and  above. 

(vi)  All  lots  over  40,000  square  feet  require  a  conditional  use  authorization  for  all 

uses. 

(e)  Northeast  Mission  Industrial  Zone  (NEMIZ).  In  the  area  defined  as  the 
Northeast  Mission  Industrial  Zone  (NEMIZ)  in  Planning  Commission  Resolution  13794: 

(i)  ne  Arvi  off  ice  use  (which  includes  an  "information  technology"  use)  in  excess  of 
1 ,500  gross  square  feet  is  permitted  requires  a  conditional  use  authorization  unless  it  is  a 
"community  service"  use  (as  defined  in  these  interim  controls); 

(ii)  All  conversions  of  "live/work,"  as  defined  in  Planning  Code  Section  233,  to  an 
Office  use  arc  prohibited  require  a  conditional  use  authorization',  and 

(iii)  all  new  "livcAvork"  projects  arc  prohibited.  Any  retail  sales  or  personal  services  use, 

as  defined  in  Planning  Code  Section  218(b),  which  exceeds  10,000  square  feet  for  a  single  user  shall 
require  a  conditional  use  authorization. 
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(iv)  In  addition  to  compliance  with  the  controls  governing  the  NEMIZ,  lots  facing  Mission 
Street  between  14th  and  15th  Street  sliall  also  meet  requirements  governing  NC-3  parcels  in  both  the 
Planning  Code  and  these  interim  controls. 

(v)  If  there  has  been  Production,  Distribution  and  Repair  (PDR)  use  on  the  site  of  a 
proposed  project  at  any  point  since  August  5,  1999.  any  demolition  or  change  to  non-PDR  use  shall 
require  a  conditional  use  authorization.  To  stabilize  PDR  uses  in  the  NEMIZ,  'RO-demolition  of  a 
building  with  PDR  use  or  change  to  a  non-PDR  use  shall  be  allowod  disfavored  if  an  existing  PDR 
use  will  be  dislocated,  or  if  a  PDR  use  was  dislocated  within  the  previous  24  months,  or  if  there  is  a 
change  to  a  non-PDR  use,  or  if  the  demolition  or  change  of  use  will  eliminate  significant  adaptable, 
reusable  space  for  another  PDR  use.  Tlie  only  exceptions  shall  be  where  the  replacement  use  will 
include  at  least  25%  affordable  housing  as  defined  in  Planning  Code  Section  803.5(f)  or  for  community 
service  use  as  defined  herein. 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  for  the  purposes  of  these  interim  controls,  the  Planning 
Commission,  as  part  of  its  decision  on  a  conditional  use  application  for  any  use  subject  to  these 
controls,  shall  consider  the  following  criteria  in  addition  to  the  criteria  set  forth  in  Planning  Code 
Section  303: 

(a)  Whether  a  restaurant  or  bar  is  open  during  the  day  and  thereby  helps  generate  a 
desirable  level  of  pedestrian  activity  in  the  neighborhood  commercial  district; 

(b)  Whether  transit  use,  pooled  or  shared  vehicle  use,  including  the  provision  of  space 
therefor,  are  encouraged  and  whether  parking  in  excess  of  that  required  is  discouraged; 

(c)  With  respect  to  applications  for  any  retail  sales  or  personal  services  use,  for  a  single 
user  in  excess  of  10,000  square  feet,  these  additional  criteria  shall  apply: 

 (i)        the  impact  of  the  employees  on  the  demand  in  the  City  for  housing,  public  transit, 

childcare,  and  other  social  services;  to  the  extent  relevant,  the  Commission  shall  also  consider  the 
seasonal  and  part-time  nature  of  the  facility. 
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 (ii)      the  measures  that  will  be  taken  by  the  project  sponsor  to  employ  residents  of  San

operations  of  the  facility; 

( d)  Wiether  required  parkins  is  incorporated  into  the  building  and  whether  air  rights  over 
any  parking  are  developed  with  another  use  or  dedicated  as  usable  open  space; 

(e)  If  demolition  or  change  to  non-PDR  use  is  permitted,  whether  tenants  have  been 
provided  with  relocation  benefits  according  to  the  standards  of  the  Uniform  Relocation  Act  or  whether 
a  similar  amount  ofPDR  is  being  provided  elsewhere  in  the  NEMIZ; 

( f)  TJie  extent  to  which  commercial  uses  serve  the  surrounding  neighborhood; 

(g)  Wliether  floor-to-ceiling  heights  in  residential  projects  are  less  than  11  feet  and  thereby 
protect  the  residential  character  of  the  area;  and 

(h)  Whether  a  housing  project  helps  meet  the  need  for  family  housing  by  providing  a 
minimum  of  25%  of  non-senior  housing  in  multiple  bedroom  units.

"Community  service"  shall  mean  "a  nonretail  use  which  includes  executive,  technical,

"Information  technology"  shall  mean  "space  within  a  structure  intended  or  primarily  suitable  for

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multimedia,  software  development,  web  design,  electronic  commerce,  research  and 
technology  and  other  computer-based  technology,  either  to  the  general  public  or  to  the 
business  community";  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  for  the  purpose  of  these  interim  controls,  "information 
technology"  shall  be  considered  an  office  use;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  these  controls  shall  remain  in  effect  until  July  7,  2003 
unless  extended  by  the  Board;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  when  permanent  controls  are  enacted  for  the  specific 
sub-areas  set  forth  above,  the  interim  controls  shall  no  longer  be  in  effect  for  that  sub-area.
